As a young medical student, 
just back from overseas, Dr. 

Little was in the thick of the 
1918 battle against influenza in 
northern Manitoba. 

The cotton or cheese cloth 
masks worn in 1918 became 
virtually useless because of the 
tendency of people to “wear 
the clean side out one day and 
then change over the next day,” 
the health officer recalls. 

Although the 1918 epidemic 
will ever remain a tragic mem- 
ory for the most part there 
were humorous incidents, chief- 
ly concerning masks and indi- 
vidual “systems” of beating 
the deadly flu bug. 

Masks were home-made for 
the most part. But some mer- 
chants quickly sensed a good 
market. As a result there were 
masks for sale to suit every face 
and weird and wonderful was the 
variety,
